FEDERAL  MILK  MARKETING  ORDERS,  PART  II 

How  a Milk  Marketing  Order  Gets  Started 

An  order  is  usually  initiated  by  dairy  farmers, 
through  their  cooperative  associations,  by  pe- 
titioning the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  undertake 
the  regulation  of  prices  paid  by  handlers  to  pro- 
ducers for  milk  in  a local  marketing  area.  Upon 
receiving  such  a petition,  the  Secretary  asks  the 
Milk  Marketing  Order  Division  of  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service  to  make  a preliminary  investi- 
gation of  the  circumstances  in  the  market  which 
brought  about  the  request. 

If  it  appears  from  this  investigation  that  con- 
ditions in  the  market  make  an  order  advisable, 
a notice  of  a public  hearing  is  issued.  At  the 
hearing,  producers  consumers,  milk  dealers,  and 
any  other  interested  parties  are  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  present  facts,  to  give  their  reasons  on 
whether  or  not  a Federal  milk  marketing  order  is 
justified,  and  to  state  their  views  on  the  pro- 
visions set  forth  in  a proposed  marketing  order. 
At  the  close  of  the  hearing,  a reasonable  time 
is  fixed  within  which  interested  parties  may  file 
briefs. 

After  these  preliminary  steps,  a recommended 
decision  is  issued  by  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture. This  decision  is  based  on  the  evidence 
presented  at  the  public  hearing.  If  an  order  is 
recommended,  the  decision  contains  a statement 
of  the  reasons  for  issuing  it.  It  sets  forth  a pro- 
posed order  and  gives  reasons  for  the  order's  vari- 
ous provisions. 

A period  of  time  (usually  about  20  days  in  the 
case  of  new  orders)  is  allowed  for  interested  per- 
sons to  review  the  recommended  order  and  to  file 
exceptions  to  it  as  a whole  or  to  any  of  its  pro- 
visions.

mechanized  equipment.  Savings  of  this  scale  are 
shown  in  a study  made  under  contract  to  AMS. 
Medium-size  plants  that  process  105, 000  gallons 
of  milk  and  half-and-half  a week  could  save  even 
more--about  $39,000  a year. 

The  savings  result  from  reduced  labor  costs, 
which,  in  a few  years,  more  than  offset  the  initial 
expense  and  operating  costs.  Automated  and 
highly  mechanized  equipment  in  a plant  handling 
35, 000  gallons  of  milk  a week  would  pay  for 
itself  in  about  9 1/2  years.
